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At least two factors favour an establishment's using 
the tactic of postponement: (1) The agitators may 
become inpatient and reckless. If they break a civil 
law, they can be jailed, (2) The agitators may be 
patiently persistent and wait, which allows the 
establishment to defer indefinitely. 

If an establishment elects s strategy of avoidance, a 
number of tactics are available to deal with the 
Ideology and its proponents. 

The decision makers themselves or their representatives 
roay choose, for example, a tactic of counterpersuasion . 
Entering into a discussion with the leaders of an 
agitative movement in an attempt to convince the 
agitators that they are wrong serves a number of 
functions for the establishment. If counterpersuasion 
is successful, the threat to the system is minimized. 
If unsuccessful, the establishment has still gained 
time and avoided any significant revision of 
establlshjoent ideology and structure 
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During World War II a bearded Chindit soldier, fighting 
with General Wingate's f -ss behind the Japanese lines 
in Burma, actually fell asieep while a storm of 
machine-gun bullets splattered around hira.
